Filmmaker Michael Moore doesn’t see 
why Damon couldn’t run for president. 
While participating in a virtual town 
hall hosted by Firedoglake over the 
weekend, Moore proposed the Oscar 
winner as a third party candidate. 

Now. Moore hasn’t spoken to 
Damon about his idea, but he does 
"think that Matt Damon has been very 
courageous in not caring about who 
he offends by saying the things that 
need to be said here,” Moore said.

NO ALCOHOL, NO HANGOVERS, NO REGRET 
FOR CHICAGO’S TEETOTALING CROWD

A Bucktowner plays beer pong— with water. 

ABronzeville rapper skips the cliche cham- 
pagne showers. 

A far South Sider sticks to “cranberry on 
the rocks” when out with friends. 

You could say it’s last call for Chicagoans 
who abstain from alcohol— a lifestyle choice 
that gained worldwide attention last month 
when “Harry Potter” star Daniel Radcliffe an- 
nounced he was a teetotaler. 

Nondrinkers find themselves on the op- 
posite end of recent drinking trends show- 
ing an uptick in booze purchases. Despite 
a 6 percent bump in liquor-store sales and a 
4 percent bump in bar tabs, according to 
North Carolina-based data firm Sageworks, 
some Chicagoans are shunning shots and 
other drinks for a variety of reasons includ- 
ing health concerns and an aversion to the 
taste of alcohol. In the face of some draw- 
backs— navigating a boozy dating scene 
without a drink in hand, for one, or getting 
odd looks from bartenders — they remain 
resolute in their choices. 

Rosemoor resident Chanel Lauren King 
decided never to drink again after a childhood 
experience. The far South Sider still wrinkles 
her nose in distaste when talking about her 
first sip of Lowenbrau, a German beer. 

“It was the worst taste I ever had in my life,” 
said King, 27, who said she doesn’t regret her 
choice. Most of her friends and family— in- 
cluding her husband— drink socially “ I guess 
I just kept that in my head.” 

She opts for “cranberry on the rocks” and 
“water shots” when out with friends, and 
gamely takes on the role of designated driver

on some special occasions. 

“I kind of enjoy watching my friends when 
they get drunk because they all have different 
reactions to alcohol,” King said. “It’s comedy 
to me. I’m happy to help them out.” 

Bucktown resident Nellie Donovan hasn’t 
had a drink in seven years after a bacterial 
infection that ultimately led to liver damage. 
But like King, she enjoys the comedic stylings 
of her close friends, whom she describes as 


“Irish girls who know how to drink.” 

Donovan, 35, said she used to miss belly- 
ing up to the bar with her friends. But these 
days, she’s content to join them in bar games, 
including beer pong, using water. 

The request for H20 over alcohol usually 
raises eyebrows, Donovan said. 

“I’m asked everything from if I am preg- 
nant to if I am in [Alcoholics Anonymous},” 
Donovan said. “I just tell people I don’t be- 
cause I’m essentially allergic to alcohol. It was 
embarrassing to explain at first. Now, it’s kind 
of a badge of honor.” 

Dean Walker, known in hip-hop circles as 
rapper and producer “Mr. Everything,” also 
abstains from alcohol with pride. This despite 
colleagues and fans who constantly are ask- 
ing if he wants a drink, and then quizzing him 


when he refuses. As it stands, he rarely drinks 
anything stronger than a mudslide— vodka 
with coffee and cream liqueurs— because he 
feels his natural “outgoing and fun-loving” na- 
ture makes it unnecessary for him to imbibe. 

“It doesn’t bother me when people ask me 
if I want a drink,” Walker, 40, said, adding if 
he does drink, it’s no more than one time a 


year. He said his industry colleagues respect 
that. 

“I think for the most part it’s refreshing 
and they respect me for it,” he said. “It’s not 
often you run into a B-boy hip-hop artist and 
musician who doesn’t drink.”

The actor best known as the boy 
wizard Harry Potter gave up drink- 
ing last August after what he de- 
scribed to GQ-U.K. as heavy drinking 
during the shooting of “Harry Potter 
and the Half Blood Prince’’ (2009). 

“I became so reliant on [alcohol] to 
enjoy stuff,’’ Radcliffe told the British 
GQ for its July issue. “There were a 
few years there when I was just so 
enamored with the idea of living 
some sort of famous person’s life- 
style that really isn’t suited to me.’’ 


LIL WAYNE 

Apparently rapping with Rick 
“Rozay” Ross is as close as Wayne 
gets to alcohol these days, accord- 
ing to a recent TMZ report that says 
not only is the rap star on the wag- 
on, but the people behind his “I Am 
Still Music’’ tour have banned alco- 
hol backstage at his shows. Wayne 
is not permitted to drink alcohol as 
one of the conditions of his parole. 
It’s unclear whether Wayne will stay 
on the teetotaler track once his pro- 
bationary period is over.

As a result, he 
avoids bars and clubs unless he is performing. 
It helps him cope with a choice he made long 
ago after witnessing several family members, 
who were heavy drinlcers, in action. 

“I never wanted to be lilce them ... people 
who would get sloppy and couldn’t remember 
what they had done the next day,” Stewart, 30, 


said. “I don’t think everyone who drinks is a 
drunk, but this is just something I am pretty 
serious about.” 

Donovan notes that though her friends and 
family work around her nondrinking lifestyle, 
it has been somewhat of a liability in her love 
life. 

She said would-be suitors have walked away 


from her at bars simply because she told them 
she doesn’t drink. 

“One time a guy offered me a drink and 
when I said I was good with water, he said 
‘this relationship is over,’ ” Donovan said. 

King, who is married, is usually free from 
such peer pressure, but occasionally she is 
challenged by bartenders who don’t believe her 


when she asks for a “birthday shot of water.” 

Still, King said she would not pass her at- 
titude along to her kids. 

“This is a personal choice that I made for 
myself and I wouldn’t try to enforce it on any- 
one,” King said. “Everyone has the right to 
choose. I’m happy with what I’ve decided.”

Teen charged in 
fatal robbery 

Prince Watson already serving prison term for another iPhone theft

DNA evidence, along 
with surveillance 
video and witnesses, 
led to charges against 
a teenager in the 
death of a 68 -year- 
old woman who was 
pushed down the 
stairs of the Fuller- 
ton Avenue “E’ station in March, officials 
said. 

Prince Watson, 17, is charged with mur- 
der and robbery for allegedly shoving Sally 
Katona-King down the stairs after he had 
snatched an iPhone from a passenger on a 
Brown Line train as it pulled into the Fuller- 
ton station, according to Tandra Simonton, 


a spokeswoman for the Cook County state’s 
attorney’s office. 

Katona-King, a mother of three who was 
a deacon at First Lutheran Church of Logan 
Square and cooked for the homeless, died a 
day after the March 28 incident. 

The robbery victim, interviewed by the 
Tribune weeks after the incident, welcomed 
news of the charges. 

“I’m relieved for the family’s sake. I’m 
definitely relieved for the family’s sake,” she 
said, asking not to be identified. “I know 
it’s not going to bring them peace for the 
fact that their mother’s gone. But at least 
he won’t be robbing anyone else or harming 
anyone else.” 

Watson, whose last known address was 
in the 300 block of West Hill Street in the 


Near North neighborhood, is serving a 
four-year sentence in prison for a similar 
robbery that he committed after Katona- 
King’s death, according to court records 
and sources. 

He was arrested May 15 near the Clark/ 
Division Red Line stop after he grabbed an 
iPhone belonging to another woman and 
fled, according to court records. She chased 
the teen, and police caught up with him. 
Watson pleaded guilty in June to robbery 
court records show 

In addition, Watson was charged 
Wednesday in a separate robbery of an 
iPhone at the Sedgwick Brown Line station 
April 17. 

Watson is expected to appear in Cook 
County Bond Court on Thursday

CTA: No 
hikes— 
for now

The CTA will hold the line on fare hikes 
through the rest of the year, but a dismal bud- 
get outlook prevents making any promises 
about 2012, agency president Forrest Clay- 
pool said Wednesday 

A more than five-month backlog in state 
subsidies totaling at least $102.7 million still 
owed to the CTA has deepened the transit 
agency’s financial crisis, Claypool said. 

“We’re not going to raise fares this year, 
despite the state’s {non-payment} situation,” 
Claypool said after the CTA’s monthly board 
meeting. 

But he said the CTA is “now going to feel 
the pain because the RTA cannot shelter us 
any longer.” 

Up until now, the Regional Transportation 
Authority has temporarily covered the delay 
in state funding to the CTA, Metra and Pace. 
But the RTA has tapped out its borrowing 
authority and cannot make any more bridge 
loans to the transit agencies after this month, 
officials said. 

The state is delinquent in paying a total of 
$309.2 million to the RTA system, accord- 
ing to the RTA. The RTA treasurer listed the 
funding owed to the transit agencies as fol- 
lows: CTA, $109.2 million; Metra, $16.1 mil- 
lion; Pace, $8.9 million; RTA, $175 million. 
That includes state subsidies, debt service, 
reduced-fare funding and paratransit funding. 

The RTA system recently received about 
$100 million from the state, reducing the 
amount still owed to $309.2 million, RTA Ex- 
ecutive Director Joseph Costello said. 

“The RTA is able to carry the service 
boards through the end of August with bor- 
rowed funding. We are meeting with [state] 
Comptroller Judy Baar Topinka later this 
month to discuss our ongoing need to receive 
state funding on a consistent basis to try to 
avoid service disruptions,” Costello said. 

Costello has warned that fare increases 
next year may be unavoidable. 

Claypool declined to say whether the CTA 
could finish 2011 with a balanced budget, 
as required by law, if the state were to fail to 
catch up on its funding responsibilities. 

He also refused to discuss the possibility of 
more service cuts and employee layoffs, both 
of which occurred in 2010. 

Claypool expressed optimism, however, 
even though his gut feeling is not supported 
by the numbers. 

“We are looking to put in place a budget for 
2012 that doesn’t just give us a balanced bud- 
get, but that really once and for all puts the 
CTA on a sound financial footing,” he said.

Santo returns home

He clicked his heels in joy as a player during the memorable 
1969 season, moaned in misery as an announcer during the 
forgettable 2009 season, campaigned for a cause as a lifelong 
diabetic and now Ron Santo has a permanent place at his be- 
loved Wrigley Field. 

His bronze statue— a stunning likeness of him throwing 
a ball to first base— was unveiled in a pregame ceremony 
Wednesday outside right field, just feet from that of his long- 
time teammate Billy Williams. 

“He’s here, I know he is,” said Williams, who played more 
than 2,000 games with the late third baseman and broadcast- 
er who died in December. 

“This would have made him overwhelmingly proud and 
happy” WGN radio broadcast partner Pat Hughes said. 
“This spot, Wrigley Field, was [his] favorite on Earth.” 

Santo’s ashes will be spread on the field Thursday not far 
from the foul pole that flies a flag memorializing his retired 
No. 10. 

Santo, a nine-time All-Star in 14 seasons, connected with 
millions more fans during a 21-year broadcasting career. 

“He connected with us because he was the beating heart of 
all Cubs fans,” Chairman Tom Ricketts said. “This statue will 
serve as an extraordinary legacy of a great man.” 

While he hasn’t made the Hall of Fame, Santo was satisfied 
with living and dying as a Cub. 

And now he is one of four immortalized with statues, join- 
ing Williams, Ernie Banks and broadcaster Harry Caray Wil- 
liams, Banks and several other former teammates were pres- 
ent Wednesday 

Santo’s son Jeff thanked the Cubs for “giving him a home 
forever and a place for us to come to visit.”

Mayor: We won’t run up legal fees

Mayor Emanuel on Wednesday said the city 
has an obligation to pay for former Mayor 
Richard M. Daley’s legal defense if he is 
sued for alleged police brutality conspira- 
cies that happened under former Chicago 
police Cmdr. Jon Burge. 

The city will not, however, run up unnec- 
essary legal bills to defend Daley or Burge, 
Emanuel said. 

“We’re not going to be reckless and let 
the meter run legally,” Emanuel said. 


Details on NBC5 
sportscaster’s death 

NBC5 Chicago sportscaster 
Daryl Hawks, found dead in his 
Atlanta hotel room in May, died 
of a heart attack possibly caused 
by hypertension, officials said 
Wednesday. 


The new mayor added that he believes 
Burge, who was sentenced to 4V2 years in 
prison for lying about the torture and abuse 
of criminal suspects, should lose his pen- 
sion.

Nearly 15 percent of the 55 homicides 
in Chicago last month occurred in 
Englewood, a RedEye analysis of prelimi- 
nary police data found. 

July was the first month since 
February that Chicago recorded more 
homicides than the same month the 
previous year. Chicago logged 13 more 
homicides last month compared with 
July 2010, which saw 42 homicides. 

In July, Englewood recorded eight 
homicides, all gunshot fatalities, the 
most of any community area, RedEye 
determined. The victims-seven men 
and one woman-were black and 
between the ages of 17 and 26, accord- 
ing to officials. 

Englewood logged 15 homicides 
from January through July, RedEye data 
shows. The community area recorded 
14 homicides in 2010, 21 homicides in 
2009 and 21 homicides in 2008, RedEye 
determined.

Knock on Knox? 


Roy Williams supplants young speedster in starting lineup 


Johnny Knox is confident that when the pre- 
season ends he will be back in the starting 
lineup for the Bears, but offensive coordina- 
tor Mike Martz says the speedster isn’t ready 

The demotion of Knox behind newcomer 
Roy Williams creates an interesting situa- 
tion. By no means does it remove Knox— who 
played on 88.2 percent of the snaps in 2010 — 
from the offense entirely But it dramatically 
reduces his role.

Brian Strumke thought he had a brilliant and 
novel idea a couple of years ago. It turned out 
to be more brilliant than novel. 

Recently retired as an electronica DJ, 
Strumke had discovered a knack for brewing 
audaciously flavorful beers at home. He want- 
ed to brew professionally but did not want to 
start a brewery nor did he want to contract 
brew— that is, pass on his recipe to someone 
else for production. 

Instead, Strumke chose to make his beer at a 
series of breweries, a practice that has become 
known as “gypsy brewing.” Strumke helped 
put gypsy brewing on the map, and his Stillwa- 
ter Artisanal Ales have blossomed into a fasci- 
nating lineup of complex Belgian-style beers. 

The only hiccup was that Mikkel Borg 
Bjergsoe, a Dane brewing under the moniker 
Mikkeller, had started gypsy brewing more 
than two years earlier. 

“I thought it was completely my idea,” said 
Strumke, who lives in Baltimore. 

No matter. After crafting close to 20 beers 


in a dozen breweries— all in Belgium— 
Strumke, 34 , is working just as he wants to: 
entering new facilities, sizing up the equip- 
ment and figuring out the possibilities. 

“I understand my limitations,” he said. “I’m 
not a businessman; I’m more of an artist.” 

The gypsy brewing world essentially 
amounts to a few major players: Strumke, 
Bjergsoe, Jeppe Jarnit-Bjergsoe (yes, they’re 
brothers), who brews under the Evil Twin la- 
bel, and Massachusetts-based Pretty Things, 
which no longer travels but continues to brew 
on another company’s equipment and there- 
fore considers itself “gypsy” 

Strumke also makes a series of beers at Dog 
Brewing Co. outside Baltimore, which is rela- 
tively easy to find on shelves, anchored by the 
bold and yeasty Stateside Saison. With some 
luck and effort, his European-made brews can 
also be found, including A Saison Darkly (a 
dark saison) and Jaded (a dark Belgian wheat 
ale). His beers are complex, memorable and 
worth savoring for the rich, earthy layers 
within.
